Provo  City  zoning  officials  have  delayed  the 
announcement  of  a  conditional-use  permit  for  the 
new  BYU  stadium  expansion  until  1  p.m.  today. 

Half  a  dozen  concerned  citizens  expressed  per¬ 
sonal  objections  during  a  public  hearing  Thursday 
night  to  the  stadium  expansion. 

Because  of  the  objections,  City  Zoning  Director 
Tricia  Stevens  made  a  motion  to  delay  the 
announcement  so  more  considerations  can  be  made 
about  the  effect  on  the  neighborhood. 

The  expansion  includes  lowering  the  field  6  feet 
and  adding  eight  rows  of  seating  below  the  existing 
east  and  west  stands  and  making  one  or  both  ends 
of  the  stadium  a  bowl-shaped  structure. 

The  end-zone  seats  would  be  the  same  height  as 
the  existing  stands  but  they  would  be  constructed 
at  a  steeper  angle  to  provide  optimum  sight  lines. 

The  construction  could  provide  about  35,000  new 

Citizens  who  attended  the  hearing  said  the  ex¬ 
pansion  would  distort  the  aesthetic  view  from  their 

“Are  you  aware  what  the  construction  will  do  to 
the  property  value  of  my  home?”  said  Kilmer 
Roundy,  a  Provo  resident  and  neighbor  of  the  sta¬ 
dium.  “This  plan,  compared  to  the  old  one,  is  dis- 
asterous.” 

Provo  City  officials  approved  the  original  double- 
decker  expansion  proposal  more  than  a  year  ago 
after  some  opposition  from  local  residents,  but  the 
university  canceled  construction  plans  when  bids 
exceeded  the  $12  million  estimates. 

“I  thought  that  zoning  ordinances  were  here  to 
protect  the  property  value  of  the  citizens,”  Roundy 
said.  “My  lot  is  worth  $20,000  more  without  the 
stadium  addition.”

Israel  reacted  with  restraint 
Thursday  to  U.S.  Senate  approval 
of  the  Saudi  Arabian  arms  sale  and 
said  it  expects  President  Reagan  to 
ensure  the  Jewish  state’s  security. 

Saudi  rulers  expressed  “deep 
gratitude”  and  said  relations  with 
America  will  improve. 

There  was  no  comment  from 
West  European  allies  and  most 
Arab  states  were  silent. 

The  Soviets  claimed  the  $8.5  bil¬ 
lion  package,  which  includes  the 
world’s  most  sophisticated  spy 
planes,  will  spur  a  new  Mideast 
arms  race  and  is  part  of  a  U.S.  pre¬ 
paration  for  possible  seizure  of  the 
region’s  oil  fields. 

Israeli  Prime  Minister 
Menachem  Begin,  in  a  statement 
devoid  of  harshness,  indicated  he 
expected  Reagan  to  hold  to  his 
pledge  to  “help  Israel  retain  its 
military  and  technological  advan¬ 
tages  in  the  Middle  East.” 

Reagan  made  the  assurance  in  a 
note  after  the  Senate  voted  52-48 
Wednesday  night  to  approve  the 
sale,  the  largest  single  U.S.  arms 
export  package  ever. 

Begin  read  the  Reagan  note  and 
then  told  reporters,  “We  hope  that 
these  words  of  the  president  will  be 
carried  into  realization.” 

The  official  Cabinet  statement 
expressed  its  “regret”  over  the  sale 
to  Saudi  Arabia,  “which  is  in  a  state 
of  war  with  Israel,  rejects  the 


Camp  David  accords  and  finances 
terror  in  our  region.  A  new  and 
serious  danger  now  faces  Israel  — 
new  since  the  restoration  of  our 
statehood.” 

Israel  has  argued  its  defense, 
keyed  to  the  ability  for  surprise  air 
strikes,  would  be  seriously  im¬ 
paired  by  Saudi  possession  of  Air¬ 
borne  Warning  and  Control  Sys¬ 
tems  planes  arid  extra  equipment 
for  its  F-15  fighter  jets. 

The  Saudi  defense  minister, 
Prince  Sultan  Ibn  Abdel  Aziz,  said 
the  vote  “proved  that  the  U.S.  poli¬ 
tical  decision  is  independent  in  the 
face  of  enormous  pressures 

that  tried  to  manipulate  Amer _ 

foreign  policy  in  the  service  of  the 
expansionist  objectives  of  a  foreign 
state.” 

“The  Saudi  people  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  never  forget  this  stance 
by  their  friends,”  he  said,  and  cal¬ 
led  on  members  of  Congress  who 
voted  against  the  deal  to  “have  the 
moral  courage .  .  .  and  give  up  that 
position.”  The  House  rejected  the 
sale  by  a  margin  of  nearly  3-1  two 
weeks  ago,  but  without  Senate  re¬ 
jection,  the  sale  goes  ahead. 

While  promising  the  deal  will  be 
“impetus  for  us  to  develop  our  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  United  States,”  the 
prince  said  that  would  not  come  “at 
the  expense  of  our  nationalism  or 
patriotism.  It  will  be  on  an 
equalitarian  basis;  to  serve  the  in- 
terests  of  the  two  peoples.”

Thatcher  to  attack  socialist  system

To  protect  personal  freedom  from  decay,  Prime 
Minister  Margaret  Thatcher  has  designed  a 
strategy  to  roll  back  the  socialist  system,  a  British 
political  consultant  said  Thursday. 

Philip  Vander  Elst,  a  consultant  to  members  of 
British  Parliament,  lectured  in  the  Varsity  Theater 
Thursday.  He  is  visiting  BYU  as  part  of  a  lecture

He  said  Thatcher  is  trying  to  reduce  government 
spending  and  the  size  of  the  bureaucracy  as  well  as 
denationalize  monopolistic  powers. 

The  attempt  to  cut  spending  has  been  unsuccess¬ 
ful,  Vander  Elst  said.  He  said  Thatcher  has  been 
able  to  halt  the  rate  of  increase  in  governmental 


Vander  Elst  said  two-thirds  of  all  British  house¬ 
holds  pay  more  to  the  state  in  taxes  than  the  gov¬ 
ernment  spends  on  them  for  education  or  medicine. 
Most  people  are  locked  in  to  accepting  the  govern¬ 
ment  care,  he  said,  because  they  can’t  afford  to  pay 
for  services  offered  through  private  companies. 

He  said  only  the  wealthy  can  afford  to  pay  taxes 
as  well  as  to  pay  for  education  or  medical  services 
from  private  companies.  As  a  result,  private  com¬ 
panies  are  unable  to  attract  the  business  necessary 
keep  them  functioning. 


Something  true  of  all  societies,  Vander  Elst  s 
is  the  absence  of  personal  independence  when 
private  sector  is  eliminated.  When  an  individui 
always  facing  the  same  monopolistic  employer, 
behavior  is  limited  because  he  must  act  as  the  c 
pany  would  have  him  act  to  keep  his  job. 

The  fear  that  this  loss  of  personal  independf 
would  eventually  move  Britain  toward  a  comn 
ist  society  was  one  of  the  main  factors  which  pro 
ted  the  present  conservative  governmen 
attempt  to  reduce  socialism,  he  said. 


Vander  Elst  said  internal  opposition  from  parlia¬ 
ment,  as  well  as  opposition  from  the  public  sector, 
has  prevented  the  strategy  from  working. 

To  combat  this  oppositon,  Thatcher  has  reshuf¬ 
fled  some  ministers  in  Parliament,  Vander  Elst 
said.  She  has  also  instituted  a  program  which  will 
require  special  projects  to  be  approved  in  local  elec¬ 
tions.

Students 
wage  mail 
campaign 

PULLMAN,  Wash. 
(AP)  —  Students  at 
Washington  State  Uni¬ 
versity  have  written  ab¬ 
out  3,000  letters  to  their 
legislators  asking  them 
to  bail  the  state  out  of  its 
financial  problems. 

Robert  Hoon,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Associated 
Students  of  WSU,  said 
Wednesday  the  letter¬ 
writing  campaign  was 
launched  by  student 
leaders  and  Washington 
State  President  Glenn 
Terrell  on  Oct.  19. 

“The  message  in  most 
of  the  letters  is  that  the 
state  should  adequately 
fund  everything,”  Hoon 
said,  “not  just  higher 
education.  We’re  con¬ 
cerned  about  all  state 

Students  favored  a 
tax  increase  over  a  re¬ 
duction  in  state  ser¬ 
vices,  he  said.  However, 
there  was  not  agree¬ 
ment  about  which  taxes 
should  be  raised. 

Since  many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  represented 
by  the  same  lawmakers, 
Hoon  said,  most  of  the 
letters  were  being  mass- 
mailed  in  large  en¬ 
velopes.  Student  lead¬ 
ers  will  personally  deliv¬ 
er  some  to  Olympia  this 
week  when  they  attend 
legislative  committee 
meetings. 

About  $800  will  be 
spent  on  the  campaign, 
Hoon  said.  “If  nothing 
else,  it’s  raised  the  stu¬ 
dents’  awareness. 

“Nearly  3,000  of  them 
have  stopped  what  they 
were  doing,  sat  down, 
and  thought  about  the 
problems  of  the  state. 

“Students  really  came 
through  on  this.

ASBYU  appropriates 
$14,000  for  projects

ASBYU  decided  this  month  to  give  away  $14,000 
to  BYU  students. 

But  the  money  can’t  be  used  for  dates,  cars  or 
trips  home.  The  students  must  use  it  for  research 
projects,  said  Robert  Hill,  chairman  of  the  Student 
Research  Fund  committee. 

The  committee  decided  this  month  to  award 
money,  totaling  $14,000,  to  83  students  working  on 
research  projects,  Hill  said. 

He  said  $14,000  is  the  largest  amount  ever  to  be 
allotted  from  the  fund  which  was  organized  in  1972 
as  part  of  the  ASBYU  budget.  Money  from  the  fund 
is  to  be  used  to  promote  and  provide  aid  to  students 
doing  scholastic  research,  he  said. 

Some  of  the  projects  awarded  money  this  year 
are  projects  researching  home  canning,  sea  life, 
refugee  adjustment  and  rocket  propellents. 
Although  fall  grants  totaled  the  largest  amount 
ever  awarded,  Hill  said,  there  was  not  enough 
money  to  totally  fund  each  project.  However,  even 
though  there  wasn’t  enough  money  for  everyone, 
83  of  the  125  applicants  were  aided,  Hill  said. 

The  average  grant  given  is  $200,  he  said,  with 
some  projects  receiving  larger  funding.  The  grants 
are  especially  welcomed  by  people  involved  in  small 
projects  who  cannot  get  any  outside  funding,  he 

Joseph  Smith,  the  engineering  college  repre¬ 
sentative  on  the  Student  Research  Fund  commit¬ 
tee,  said  the  fund  is  designed  to  assist,  rather  than 
completely  pay  for  student  research. 

Projects  too  large  to  be  totaly  financed  by  the 
fund  are  usually  partially  funded  by  several  diffe¬ 
rent  sources,  he  said. 

Ron  Pritsch,  who  represents  the  Family  Home 


and  Social  Science  College  on  the  committee,  said 
he  would  encourage  students  whose  projects  were 
not  funded  to  reapply  for  winter  grants.  “Just  be¬ 
cause  a  person  was  not  funded  does  not  mean  the 
project  wasn’t  good,”  he  said. 

Hill  said  the  deadline  for  winter  application  will 
be  sometime  in  February.

Landing  shuttle 
big  undertaking 


EL  PASO,  Texas 
(AP)  —  When  the  space 
shuttle  Columbia  nears 
the  end  of  its  second 
mission  early  next 
month,  the  200,000- 
pound  craft  will  be  drop¬ 
ping  toward  Earth  at  a 
rate  of  12,000  to  15,000 
feet  per  minute. 

“The  shuttle  is  kind  of 
a  cross  between  the 
Concorde  and  a  Mack 
truck,”  said  Roger 
Zweig,  one  of  three 
National  Aeronautics 
and  Space  Administra¬ 
tion  research  pilots  who 
train  astronauts  to  fly 
the  shuttle  during  des- 

Zweig,  39,  spends 
several  days  a  week 
with  shuttle  astronauts 
and  backup  crews, 
flying  with  them  in  the 
Shuttle  Training  Air¬ 
craft,  which  is  designed 
to  handle  and  feel  like 
the  shuttle. 

The  airplane  is  a 
Grumman  Gulfstream  1 1 
jet  modified  with  a  com¬ 
puter  system  that  can 
simulate  operations  of 
the  shuttle. 

“We’ve  tried  to  make 
it  as  close  to  flying  the 
real  thing  as  we  can 
make  it,”  Zweig  said.
